The Soph- 
omore class entertained us with a bumpy, bang-up skating party. It was a known 
fact that the Freshman girls just adored the Senior boys. 


“SOPHOMORE’’—Sophomores at last! Were we proud? Well I'll say so! 
Peacocks, nothing less. We were promoted to Mr. Hicks and Miss Carleton who 
received us with grim looks. Needless to say they were grimmer when the year 
ended. Nine proud Sophomores were tapped into the Bee Club. As we drew closer 
and closer to the end of our sophomore year we became very excited, soon we'd be 
Juniors. Just wait—we were going to show them how a Junior class ought to act. 


“JUNIOR’’—It really happened! We were Juniors. Everything was so much . 
fun. Oh yes— Mrs. Giles soon told us that we’d find out different if we didn’t 
behave and write some poetry and learn what infinitives were. After a terrible 
battle Miss Fauntleroy finally inspired the Juniors to straighten up and learn typing 
and shorthand. Juniors led everybody in the paper drive and were rewarded with 
a party.

We felt quite dignified 
but that feeling soon vanished after Mrs. Macon calmly said that we acted like 
first graders. Sorrow came to our class this year in the death of Bobbie Morrison. 
The Senior class sponsored a hallowe’en party at Lynchburg College to increase 
the sale of war stamps. Our chamber of horrors was so horrifying that certain 
pupils failed to show up at school the next day. On November 10 our rings came. 
We were thrilled and yet it made us realize that the end of high school days was 
coming very soon. Basketball season was one long delight and the Seniors were 
well represented on both teams. On February 9th the Juniors gave us a, banquet at 
Quaker Church followed by a dance at Fort Hill Club. That is one night none of 
us will ever forget. Our play, “Oscar’s Other Half,” was really a success and was 
given over at Camp Pickett. School life is almost over for some of us, but it is 
something that we'll never forget. Since we are Seniors in time of war, our class 
has contributed its share of boys to the service. Sam Lawhorne is in the Merchant 
Marine and Freddie Garbee, Melvin Fogle, Herman Hogan, Lawrence Whitney 
and Earl Ore are in the Navy. We shall always look back on our high school days 
with pleasure but never with regret. Thus ends our high school career.
